URGES CANADA 25 
TO STORE WHEAT 


The London Times in an editorial 
asks whether it would not be feas- 
ible for the Canadian Wheat Boarg.to 
store some of its grain surplus in the 


United Kingdom as a measure of nat- 


ional defense. The Times refers to a 
recent estimate that wheat stocks 
‘in this country on Marca 1st gmount- 
ed to only ten days’ supply. 

The Times says despite ample stor. 
age capacity the reserve stock of 
wheat in Britain has been allowed 
to sink to a level which in time of 
war would be dangerously low while 
a great surplus stock is being held 
in Canada. 

Canada would be glad to sell Grea! 
Britain all the wheat required to en- 
sure safety for the United Kingdom 
in case of war. Hon. W. D. Euler, 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, re- 
marked when shown a dispatch from 
London quoting tae Times on the 
British wheat situation. 

Mr. Euler said, however, he thought 
there would be representations from 
the government of the United King- 
dom before the matter coulg be taken 
up in any practical manner. The ques- 
tion of wheat stocks in the United 
Kingdom was one for that govern- 
ment to deal with.

Asparagus and cauliflower 
plants were 15 cents the box. 

What is believed to be the last of 
this season's crop of maple syrup 
graduated from the gallon measure to 
the quart bottle on Saturday, selling 
at 50 cents the quart. Only a limited 
amount was offered. 

In the dairy market prices held 
their own. Butter was again quoted 
at 25 cents tae pound, with two-pound 
rolls in some instances selling at 45 
cents. Eggs remained stationary at 
from 15 to 18 cents. A few fowl, 
mostly chickens, ranged from 60 
cents to 90 cents, according to weight 
of the bird, while plump pairs could 
be had for $1.50.

Cost of Fuel for Brooding Chicks 


The main item of cost in brooding! 
early hatcheg chicks is for fuel used 
in maintaining the required tempera- 
ture. The kind of fuel used and the 
construction of the building are the 
main factors influencing this cost. It 
is not economical to use a poorly con- 
structed building or too low grade of 
fuel fér brooding purposes. When 
suca equipment is used, uneven tem- 
peratures usually result in heavy 
losses of young chicks. The brooder 
house should be double boarded and 
well insulated, the ceiling tightly 
boarded to avoid unnecessary loss of 
heat and the building well banked to 
‘Prevent floor drafts. Banking of walls

If the old hand fanning mill is to 
be used, it should be hauled out from 
under the bags in the dark corner o“ 
the granary or storage shed and 
oiled, the screens carefully examined 
and any necessary repairs made. In 
cleaning seed, it is most important to 
use screens that will remove harmful 
weed seeds as well as dirt and chaff.

Dipipng time, or at least, the best 
time for dipping, has arrived because 
sheep should be treated immediately 
after shearing. Nowadays, with the 
advent of modern arsenic powder 
dips, dipping is a simple task and all 
rmation is easily ob- 
tainable from the Dominion and Pro- 
vinclal Departments of Agriculture 
and from the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers. For a small flock it is 
mot necessary to construct an elab- 
orate dipping plant. A barrel large 
enough to hold sufficient liquid to 
immerse à sheep will answer the pur- 
pose. A small trough, say 5 feet 6 
inches long, 20 inches deep, 20 inches 
wide at the bottom, and 24 inches 
wide at the top has proved its effic- 
iency on many occasions, and a small 
draining platform can be built with- 
out trouble, where the dipped sheep 
can be allowed to stand for a few 
minutes until the dip drains out of 
the fleece and back into the dipping 
utensil. In the case of an odd sheep 
where there is no flock ang no tank 
available, dusting with insect pow- 
cers specially manufactured for the 
purpose has proven effective but re- 
quires time and patience. Any kind 
ot insect powder will not do.

Mrs. Kerr gave high 
honour to those who in the past 
worked to free our land from the 
liquor traffic, but the gradual forcing 
of it toward the wall stirred the liquor 
trade of the world to great propa- 
ganda to restore their markets and the 
power of money played its part in the 
scheme. 

When each Provincial Government 
was led to believe Government Con- 
trol would stop boot-legging, they ac- 
cepted it. A referendum has been de- 
nied Ontario although it has been 
asked. Now we have beer and wine 
parlours added to Government stores, 
private profit as well as Government 
profit,. with conditions fast, growing 
worse, not only motor accidents but 
immoral practices, suicides and mur- 
ders. In Timmins beer parlours are 
go numerous that men formerly tem- 
perate are addicted to drink and wo- 
men are many of them going the 
game way. Magistrate McKay of Ha- 
milton says he is forced to the con- 
clusion that one drink is enough to 
affect the driver's control of his auto. 

Dr. Leigh Colvin stated at Niagara 
Falls that the devastation of the liq- 
uor traffic in the States applies also 
to Canada. Added to its former evils 
is the debasing of women and girls 
and througa motherhood the degen- 
eration of the race. The wandering 
boy used to be blamed for mother’s 
hair turning gray; now the drinking 
daughter has the same effect and in 
some cases mothers have fallen to 
the beer nabit. 

Brewers’ journals show how this 
has come about. Their war on Can- 
ada is quite equal to Italy’s war on 
Ethiopia. An article was written for 
a U. S. journal with the purpose of 
interesting women in the using and 
serving of beer in the home. Expe- 
rienced press women were sougat tc 
help in luring the women into this 
practise. Recipes requiring beer or 
other liquor were recommended. An- 
other scheme was to get liquor intro- 
duced’ at weddings and social events 
and thereby extend the liquor trade. 
A woman was secured to speak to 
the Brewers Association in Los Ang- 
eles and sue gave them nine lines of 
bait to entice women to drink. A- 
mong them were the picturing of 
beer a shaving health-giving qualities 
and a tonic. She recommended Mmak- 
ing their gardens attractive and invit- 
ing women to see them ang then 
teacaing them that serving beer holds 
the home together. Shall we who 
know these statements to be false he- 
sitate to reveal the truth about al- 
cohol that our youth may not be led 
the whirlpool of misrepresentation. 
The vast wealth of the liquor interests 
has helped them to their present 
standing, yet we with a shortage of 
funds must meet the challenge to save 
our youth through true education. 

The liquor advocates say they are 
bound to win because them Save the 
liquor men on their side and they 
have the money on their side and 
money is power and don’t you forget 
it. We temperance folk can say we 
have the sober men on our side and 
we have the findings of science on 
our side, and we have God on our 
side and He is a power and don’t you 
forget it. Whatever we would have 
in the world tomorrow must be plant- 
ed in the minds of youth today. We 
are glag to know that young people's 
groups in some churches do study 
this question and that the Boys’ Par- 
lament is planning to study the sci- 
entific facts of the effects of alconol. 

The liquor problem has two phas- 
es, the habit and the traffic. The be- 
verage use of alcohol is unwise and 
dangerous. The traffic is economically 
unsound, politically unsafe and mor- 
ally wrong.

Whereas we believe that tae local

HATCHINGS OF PHEASANT 
EGGS ARE SOUGHT BY 
OVER FORTY PERSONS 


Underbrush and wooded groves of 
tne Belleville district this fall will 
contain more pheasants per square 
acre than ever before as a result of 
the offer of the Ontario Department 
of Game and Fisheries to supply dis- 
trict residents with free hatchings of 
pheasant eggs, it was intimated by 
deputy game inspector H. McCabe of 
Belleville, as the result of the re- 
sponse to the offer for fresa eggs. 

During the past few weeks more 
ö have 
been received by Mr. McCabe for the 
free settings, all of which have been 
passed on to the Department and fill- 
ed. Twelve eggs are given each ap- 
picant.. i 

“All they have to do is fill out the 
requisition they can get from me, 
then I send it on to the Department, 
and later on they'll receive their eggs 
carefully packed in cartons. Any old 
setting hen can then hatch them out 
and care for them until they're old 
enough to look after themselves,” 
stated Mr. McCabe. 

In spite of the severe winter last 
year, pheasants through this section 
are believed to have wintered well, 
it was indicated by a check-up of 
their numbers. Hardy birds, they are 
well able to shift for taemselves, and 
due to their natural ability to skulk 
out of range of guns and the hunter's 
sight, they have a very good chance 
to increase in numbers yearly, once 
they have become established.

Bacterial Blight of Beans 


It appears that very few, if any,

This should be borne in mind 
when vendors offer loads of such ma- 
terials as fertilizers in the towns and 
cities. Frequent compost or loamy 
earth is sold to unsuspecting house- 
holders with the claim that it is fer- 
tilizer. Humus is not fertilizer and 
neither is the best of garden earth, 
even though dark in colour. Cases of 
fraug of this kind are frequently 
dealt with under the Fertilizers Act.
